PITTSBURG, June 5.—Thomas O’Conor 
Jones, assistant general manager of the 
Jones & Laughlin Steel Company, heir 
to a fortune <stimated at $50,000,000, worth 
himself several millions, and a_ social 
leader in Pittsburg, killed himself early 
this morning at the Hotel Schenley, 


where he and his mother, Mrs. Cecelia C. 
Jones-Murdock, occupied apartments. 
No cause can be assigned for the suicide 
other than that.the young man had been 
ill for some time past, and that he be-

the third floor of the four-story brick | 
building at 503 West Fifty-fifth Street, oc- 
cupied by the Boston Steam Scouring and | 
Dyeing Works. A few minutes after the/| 
arrival of the fire engines a terrific explo- 


sion in the building shattered the windows 
in the front and rear, and immediately 
afterward the front and back walls feil in. 
Mrs. Sarah Bernad, wife of the owner 
of the dye works, was blown out of a 
second-story rear window. “Her charred 
and lifeless body was found by a neighbor 
forty feet away from the building. Sev- 
eral other pergons, who were in or near 
the house were injured by the flying 
glass and débris. The proprietor, Samuel 
Bernad, was taken dead out of the cellar.

The police reserves were hurried over 
from the West Forty-seventh Street Sta- 
tion soon after the explosion, for the dye 
works were in the heart of the middle 
west side, near Tenth Avenue,-and the 
men, women, and children of the dis- 
trict almost swamped the firemen. 

The women and children moaned as the 
bodies were brought past them on stretch- 
ers. Newspaper photographers were on 
the ground almost as soon as the ambu- 
lances, and every time a flashlight pow- | 
der exploded the thickly jammed crowds 
that the police were trying to keep back 
would shrick again, thinking that anothor 
explosion had taken place inside a near- 
by building. | 

The explosion shook the houses for three | 
or four blocks around. The windows; 
across the street from the burning puild- | 
ing were knocked out. 

Though only the rear and front walls of | 
the dye building went down, the floors | 
Were sagging, and it seemed as if they} 
would fall at any moment. Battalion 
Chief Devanney notified the Bullding De- 
partment that the whole pile at No. 503 
would most likely fall by morning. 

Samuel Bernad was the owner of the} 
Boston Steam Scouring and Dye Works. 
He occupied the entire building. On the| 
first floor was the office and showroom, |! 
and on the second floor he lived with his | 
wife, Joseph Krenluch, an employs, and | 
Krenluch’s wife and child. The third and | 
fourth floors were the dyeing rooms. i 

It was supposed at first that the fire 
started in the pile of rags on the third 
floor and communicated in some unac- 
countable way with a tank of gasoline 
on the first floor, but later the firemen 
thought that the explosion had taken 
place in the cellar.

The glass and fly- 
ing débris were hurled into the crowd that ! 
had gathered across the street to look on! 
and a horse of Engine 23 was knocked 
down. 

Mrs. Bernad must have been sitting in 
her apartments in the rear of the build- 
ing when the explosion came. The same 
force that knocked down the rear wall 
flung her out with it. 

Krenluch, who was found in tears after! 
the explosion, said that he had been 
standing out in front of the building when 
the fire started, He had no idea where! 
Mr. Bernad was, though he believed he | 
was inside somewhere. He could not be 
accounted for, and presently his charred 
body was found in the cellar.

The only 
mystery surrounding the suicideiis as to 
how he obtained the revolver with which 
The Coroner believes 
that it was smuggled into his room by 
fome perscn whom he paid to do it. Every 
effort was made to keep the fact that 
he had killed himself a secret, his rela~ 
tive going so far as to attempt to have 
the Coroner suppress the facts. 

All the arrangements had been made to 
take Jones to Cambridge Springs to-day. 
In a statement which she made to the 
Coroner, Mrs. Murdock said that she had 
spent most of last evening in her son's 
room preparing for the trip. 

She went to bed about midnight, but 
entered his room again at 2 o’clock and 
found her son seated at a window. They 
talked together for some time, and then 
she retired. At 4 o'clock she was awak- 
ened by a revolver shot. Running into 
her son's room, she found him lying on 
the bed. She raised his head, and soon 
afterward he died in her arms. 

Thomas O’Conor Jones was the only; 
child of the late George W. Jones, broth- 
er of B. F. Jones, former Chairman of the 
National Republican Committee. When 
his father died he left all of his vast 
fortune to his wife and their only child, 
who to-day took his life. Mrs. Jones mar- 
ried Dr. F. H. Murdock, a well-known 
physician, who is at present in Boston 
attending a medical convention. Jones, 
who was just entering his thirty-sixth 
year, was a graduate of Yale, and had 
been in the steel business ever since he 
left college. He was a member of the 
Pittsburg University and Allegheny Coun- 
try Clubs, as well as of a number of 
New York clubs. 


FIREMEN LONG IN COMING. 


Croker WIIl Investigate the Delay ata 
Thirty-fourth Street Blaze. 


Fire in a five-story brick factory builld- 
ing at 337 and 339 East Thirty-fourth | 
Street, made a glare that many saw at 11 
o'clock last night. There was much in- 
flammable material in the building. 

A policeman turned in an alarm when 
he saw flames coming from the fourth 
floor. A second alarm was turned in 
later, but for some reason the firemen 
did not arrive for a long time on the sec- 
ond call. A third alarm brought Fire 
Chief Croker. 

The firemen soon found they had a 
tough job. The fourth floor of the build- 
ing is occupied by A. Bahlow, a basket 
manufacturer, in the front, and Hender- 
son Brothers, paint manufacturers, in the 
rear. In a short time the fire burst 
through the roof. 

From the Second Avenue. elevated} 
structure the firemen tnrew streams of} 
water on the bullding. Only after hard 
work did they get the fire under contrcl. 
Harvey Holbern of Engine Company No. 
21 was one of the first to enter the build- 
ing. He was knocke] down by a back 
draught and was.carried out, anconscious, 
by his comrades. isle was removei to the 
Flower Hospital. His condition is se- 
rious. 

Chief Croker said that he would investi- | 
gate the delay in answering the second | 
alarm. He also said that he would try to| 
find out why the biaze got uway from the | 
firemen to the extent of necessitating 
three alarms.

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MUST PAY LAWYER'S BILL 


Jury Gives Delahunty a Verdict 
for the Full Amount. 


HE REFUSED A COMPROMISE 


The Plaintiff's Counsel Calls the Gam- 
bler a Welcher, Saying He Repu- 
diated His Obligations. 


John Delahunty, the lawyer who piloted 
Richard A. Canfield, the gambler, through 
his troubles after District Attorney Je- 
rome raided Canfield’s gambling house in 


East Forty-fourth Street on Dec. 1, 1902, 
won a verdict for his services In the Su- 
preme Court yesterday. 

Delahunty’s suit had been on trial before 
Justice Newburger and a jury for a week. 
The amount gued for was $65,000, less 
some notes that De'ahunty had given to 
Canfield. The jury declared that the 
lawyer was entitled to the full amount 
sued for. 

Snowden Marshall of Battle & Marshall, 
counsel for Canfield, said two days ago 
that before Delahunty began the suit a 
‘“‘very handsome offer’ had been made 
to him in the way of settlement. He re- 
fused to compromise. E,. L. Mooney, 
Delahunty’s counsel, declared at the out- 
set that his client wanted a verdict in full 
lf anything was awarded to him at all. 

The lawyer’s claim was described to the 
jury by Justice Newburger as being made 
up of two separate causes of action. The 
first, according to the Justice, and which 
had been yepeated frequently by the 
plaintiff's counsel, concerned the collec- 
tion of certain debts by the plaintiff. 
The amount involved was $300,000. 

The debtor was described as a boy “‘ un- 
der 21 years of age.’’ The youth acknowl- 
edged his obligations to Canfield by 
giving his notes—three of them—for $100,- 
000 each. Delahunty declared that’ Can- 
field had promised that he, the plaintiff, 
should reserve to himself 25 per zent. of 
all amounts collected for Canfield. 

It was testified, and admitted by the 
defense, that the plaintiff collected $130,- 
000 from the representative of the maker 
of the notes. A “Mr. V.” was referred 
to often in the course of the trial, and 
it was inferred by those who heard the 
reference that “Mr. V.” was the maker 
of the notes. Canfield testified on Mon- 
day that much of the indebtedness in- 
cluded in the notes represented borrowed 
money. ‘ ( 

The second clause of Mr. Delahunty’s 
complaint in the suit was for general 
legal services. He asked $32,500 for them. 
Ex-Justice Augustus Van Wyck took the 
stand on Monday, as a legal expert in 
behalf of the plaintiff, and declared that 
Mr. Delahunty’s charge was not excessive, 
James W. Osborne, Mr. Van Wyck's son- 
in-law, testified in behalf of Mr. Canfield 
that the plaintiff's services were worth 
“less than nothing.” 

Mr. Mooney, in summing up yesterday, 
declared that Mr. Osborne, who was an 
Assistant District Attorney when the raid 
was made on Canfleld's place, showed 
very bad taste in appearing as an expert 
in the case against Mr. Delahunty, who | 
had defeated him at every turn in the 
cases against Bucklin and Canfield. One | 
of the jurors asked yesterday morning to} 
be informed whether or not Mr. Osborne 
was in the District Attorney's office when 
the raid was made by Mr. Jerome and 
the police. 

In summing up for the defense Mr. Mar- 
shall declared that Mr. Delahunty’s claim 
was preposterous. 

“Mr. Delahunty made an insane ass 
of himself,” said the lawyer. ‘‘He was 
marching up the hill and marching down 
again.”’ 

Mr. Marshall occupied an hour and 
ten minutes in his summing pp. Mr. 
Mooney referred frequently to the fact 
that Mr. Canficld’s objection to paying 
Mr. Delahunty’s bill was because the 
plaintiff had remained “ passive”’ in the | 
Canfield-Bucklin-Jerome litigation. 

“If Mr. Delahunty was ‘ passive’,”’ ex- 
claimed Mr. Mooney, “give me a ‘ pas- 
sive’ man to defeat my enemy! Canfield | 
has been called the ‘ Prince of Gamblers,’ 
and you know what relation that is to 


| the Prince of Darkness.” 


Mr. Mooney, using an expression com- 
mon among gamblers, referred to Can- 
field as a, “‘ welcher,” because he did not 
pay Mr. Delahunty's bill upon demand. 

‘Mr. Canfield is a gambler,’’ said Mr. 
Mooney near the close of his address. 
‘He said ‘I can play for a high stake. 
I will play for the stake of this man’s 
reputation at the Bar of New York.’ ” 

Justice Newburger spent half an hour 
in charging the jury. He informed the 
jurors that if they found for the plaintiff, 
the amount of the notes given by Dela- 
hunty to Canfield must be deducted from 
the plaintiff's claim. 

Lawyer Marshall objected to the form of 
Justice Newburger's charge, declaring 
that the assumption was made that the 
jury would find for the plaintiff. The 
Court apologized and amended his charge 
to suit the defendant's counsel. 


TO ROOSEVELT: KEEP OFF. 


Candidate for Pennsylvania Governor 
ship Sends Word Through Knox.

To-morrow the Republican State Con- 
vention here will name a candidate for 
Governor, and to-night it is said that 
President Roosevelt, through Senator 
Knox, sent word that he would like to 
see either Edwin S. Stuart of Philadelphia 
or Judge Buffington of the United States 
court at Pittsburg get the nomination, 
This has stirred up the country districts 
and all those who are trying to keep the 
nomination out of the two large cities. 

J. V. Thompson of Fayette County, who 
is considered to have a good chance for 
the nomination, has written a sharp let- 
ter to Mr. Knox at Washington asking 
curtly why he should interfere, and why, 
if he is interested in State politics, &c., 
he is not on the ground. Mr. Thompson 
has suggested to Mr. Knox that if Mr. 
Roosevelt has made these suggestions, 
as has been reported, that this letter be 
shown to the President, too.

HITCH IN THE KANN SALE ? IPLOT To KILL RULERS |

A Difficulty Said to Have Arisen Over 
the Inclusion of the House. 


PARIS, June 5.—In spite of denials there 


is’ a persistent rumor that J. Pierpont Anarchists There Arra 


Morgan has concluded the purchase of the 
Rodolphe Kann collection of art objects. 
Edouard Kann consistently denies the 
reports. A family council, however, has 
been held at the Kann residence, and the 


Kanns’ accredited agent states that an 
offer has been received from a quarter 
unnamed, leading to the belief that the 
sale has been considered. 

A clause in Rodolphe Kann’s will pro- 
vides that the house must go with the 
collection, and this is said to form a diffi- 
culty, Mr. Morgan .declining to buy the 
rouse. It 's further stated that his usual 
art purchasing agent is not participating 
in the present negotiations. The financial 
connections of Mr. Morgan have no knowl- 
edge of the matter. 


No one in New York was able yesterday 
to supply any authoritative information 
in regard to the report of the purchase 
by J. Pierpont Morgan of the Kann art 
collection. Most of the persons who en- 
joy Mr. Morgan's confidence in such mat- 
ters are either in Europe or on the way 
thither. 

It was, however, suggested that the 
meeting of the Kann heirs, reported in 
dispatches from Paris, was to consider 
@ proposal that would enable Mr. Morgan 
to obtain the collection without the Kann 
house, which, by the terms of Rodolphe 
Kann’s will, must be included in the 
sale. This proposal, according to the in- 
formant, provided for the sale of the en- 
tire property to Mr.»Morgan or an in- 
termediary, and the repurchase of the 
house by the heirs. The heavy Inheritance 
and transfer taxes are understood to have 
constituted an element of delay in the 
conclusion of the sale. 


NATIONAL DEMOCRATIC CLUB. 


Consent of the State Given at Last for 
the Full Name. 


The Democratic Club will call itself 
“The National Democratic Club” from 
now on. At a meeting of the members 
last night, the special committee on the 
change of name reported that permission 
of the State authorities had been granted 
for the amended name. Under the law a 
notice of the change will be published for 
six weeks, when the order of a Supreme 
Court Justice will become operative, and 
the amendments to the inoorporation pa- 
pers at Albany will be in full effect. 

The movement to change the name so 
that all Democrats, as indeed all others, 
would understand that the club was Na- 
tional in its scope began nearly a year 
ago. This Spring it resulted in the ap- 
pointment of a special committee to con- 
sider the subject. This committee sought 
te make the desired change, but was met 
by the objection of Secretary of State 
O’Brien, who held that inasmuch as there 
were already three clubs having the namé 
“The National Democratic Club” he 
could not allow Any more to be incorpor- 
ated or reincorporated under that name. 

It is believed that these organizations 
were formed in the 1806 campaign, when 
the Democrats supporting the Palmer and 
Buckner gold ticket were known as Na- 
tional Democrats. 

After the meeting of the club on April 
25 President Fox went to Albany and 
again presented the case of the club, with 
the result that the identity of the three 
oher “‘ National” clubs was established 
sufficiently to show that they were small 
fry and that to keep the great club in 
this city from assuming the title would 
be an actual injustice. Thereupon Attor- 
ney General Mayer and Secretary of State 
O’Brien filled out the necessary consents. 


MARINES ATTACKED AT COLON 


Vice Governor Apologizes and Says 
Police Will Be Disciplined. 


WASHINGTON, June 5.—A cablegram 
received at the Navy Department from 
Commander Bowyer of the cruiser Colum- 
bia, now at Colon, confirms the press re- 
ports of the maltreatment by Pana- 
manian police of some of the officers 
and men of that ship while they were 
ashore. It is said that two young offi- 
cers who intereceded in behalf of some 
of their men were brutally assaulted 
and beaten by the police. Commander 
Bowyer says, however, that the Vice Gov- 
ernor is making a strict investigation of 
the facts and has promised to punish 
the guilty parties, meanwhile expressing 
his deep regret at the occurrence. 

The marines who were brought to the 
Isthmus on the Columbia from the United 
States have now been all sent inland 


and put in camp at Empire and along 
the route of the canal. 

Commander Bowyer sent a later dispatch 
to the Navy Department to-day announc- 
ing that the prosecution of the three 
officers attacked by the policemen had 
been abandoned. Punishment of the per- 
sons guilty of prompting the assault on 
the Americans is promised.

SENT TO SLAY KING VICTOR 


Man from America Was Followed 
Through Europe and Arrested on 
Setting Foot In Italy. 


LONDON, Wednesday, June 6.—Accord- 
ing to a dispatch from Vienna printed in 
The Daily Telegraph this morning the 
Italian police learned that Italian An- 
archists Hving at Paterson, N. J., had 
decided upon an attempt on the life ¢f 
King Victor Emmanuel! of Italy at the 
opening of the Milan Exposition, and } ad 
sent one of their number to make the 


attempt. 

This Anarchist, the correspondent re- 
lates, was followed through England, 
France, and Switzerland and arrested the 
moment he set foot on Italian soil at 
Como; but the whole affair was kept so- 
oret from the public. 

It further appears; the dispatch says, 
that all the European Governments were 
informed that Paterson Anarchists had 
plotted the assassination of three sover- 
eigns. It was this that led to the discov- 
ery of bombs at Ancona and of a plot 
against King Victor Emmanuel. 

The Daily Telegraph's correspondent 
says that Premier Giolitti and Foreign 
Minister Tittoni had conferences on the 
matter with Ambassador White, who was 
instructed by the Washington Govern- 
ment to afford full information regarding 
the proceedings of Anarchists in America.

Russian Revolutionists Will 
Prepare for a Revolt. 


ST. PETERSBURG, June 5.—The Cen- 
tral Committee of the Social Revolution- 
ary Party has issued an announcement 
reiterating its decision to abandon ter- 
rorism temporarily and calling on its 
adherents to cease such crimes until the 
committee again gives the signal and to 
devote all their energies to preparing for 
a speedy armed revolt. 

To-night at Orenburg a crowd of several 
thousand persons attacked the prison, 
where political prisoners have been on a 
hunger strike. In defending the prison 
the guards were forced to fire, killing 
two of the mob. A Lieutenant of Po- 
lice and several Cossacks were wounded. 

At Sandomir, Province of Radom, fifty 
persons who have been imprisoned with- 
out trial since January, not knowing even 
why. they were arrested, have refused 
food since May 30. Some of the “ hunger 
strikers’ are already delirious. Rela- 
tives of the prisoners have telegraphed to 
Polish members of Parliament to inter- 
pellate the Government on the subject. 


DRAGGED BACK FROM NIAGARA 


Firemen Extend a Ladder Almost to 
Fall’s Brink and Save Man. 


Special to The New York Times. 

NIAGARA FALLS, N. Y., June 5.—Fire- 
man Thomas Conroy and Policeman 
Batts early this morning rescued Amos 
Sweitzer from death at the very brink of 
the American Falls. 

Sweitzer had escaped from a hospital in 
Toronto and. had hurried to Niagara, in- 
tending to commit sulcide. He went to 
Prospect Park and entered the water at a 
point 500 feet from the brink of the falls. 
Several hotel waiters saw him wade out 
into the river, and summoned Policeman 
Blake, who trie@ to save the man by 
reaching him a long pole. Sweitzer pulled 
at the pole as though he would take the 
officer down to death with him. 

The swift current swept Sweitzer off his 
feet, and he was tumbled and tossed 
down stream almost to the edge of the 
precipice. He landed on his feet 35 feet 
out from shore and 15 feet back from the 
brink, where he stood hip deep in the tor- 
rent. Ropes were obtained and cast to 
him. He refused all aid, but still did not 
throw himself over the falls. 

Policeman Callihan telephoned to Fire 
Headquarters for the truck and extension 
ladder, and the firemen hurried to the 
park, accompanied by Policeman Batts. 
The ladder was extended out over the 
river forty feet from Prospect Point. 
Thomas Conroy tiled a rope about his 
waist, and went out to the end of the 
ladder. He took hold of Sweitzer, but 
the man struggled so that he could not 
lift him from the water, and*then Batts 
went out to help. 

Together the fireman and policeman 


fought with Sweitzer. They conquered 
and soon had Sweitzer out of the water 
and on Prospect Point. He s taken to 
Police Headquarters and be taken 
back to Toronto to-morrow.. 


TUNNEL INQUIRY GOES ON. 


A Physician Says He Knows of Sev- 
eral Deaths from Bends. 


The investigation into the thirty deaths 
alleged to have taken place among labor- 
érs in the Long Island and Pennsylvania 
tunnel, since the beginning of the year 
was continued yesterday by Coroner 
Shrady. 

Among the witnesses was Dr. Frederick 
L. Keays of 200 West Fifty-sixth Street, 
who is head of the medical bureau in con- 
nection with the tunnel work. He testi- 
fied that he knew nothing of the sani- 
tary conditions of the tunnel. He had 
knowledge of several deaths by “ bends” 
resulting from air pressure, but had no 
knowledge of the means employed to pre- 
vent deaths, as he and his assistants, he 
said, seldom went into the tunnel. 

Hugh Lloyd, Assistant Superintendent, 
who has had experience in tunnel work 
in the construction of the Blackwall tun- 


nel under the Thames, London, said that 
the system here wes practically the same 
as that observed in tunnel construction 

m the other side. Lioyd said ne did not 
Snow why the lock tenders had been dis- 
charged. He denied having seen more 
a one or two bodies taken out of the 
ocks.

Bridges 
were washed away and telephone lines 
are down,

CINCINNATI STORM’S EXPLOIT.

CINCINNATI, June 5.—A storm struck 
Cincinnati and vicinty this afternoon, and 
in the first seven minutes one-fifth of 
an inch of water fell. In half an hour 
came a second and greater downpour. 

The blowing in of a window and the 
subsequent flooding of a part of the 
operating rooms of the Western Union 
Telegraph Company on the fifteenth floor 
of the Ingalls Building compelled the 
cutting out of the batteries, and for more 
than half an hour Cincinnati was severed 
from communication with the rest of the 
world as far as Western Union wires 
were concerned.

PACKERS ARE SCARED 
BY THEIR OWN BILL 


Fear That Wadsworth Goes So 
Far as to Insure Defeat. 


SCOPE OF HIS MEASURE OUT 


Provides for Complete Distortion of 
the Beveridge Rider—Presi- 
dent’s Threat Is Ignored.

WASHINGTON, June 5.—Despite the 


i 
threat of the President that unless the 
Beveridge meat inspection amendment to 
the Agricultural bill is passed promptly 
by the House he will stop the use of 
Government inspection labels on the cans 
of export product of the packers, Chair- 
man Wadsworth of the House Committee 
on Agriculture is continuing his efforts to 
cause the adoption of his substitute, the 
provisions of which are designed to emas- 
culate the Beveridge rider. It goes to 
such an extreme that even the packers 

are afraid of it, and may cast it aside. | 

The Wadsworth substitute has been 

| guarded closely, but few of the printed 
copies having been in circulation among 
those known or supposed to be in sym- 
pathy with its intention. Some of the 
members of the committee have not seen 
it yet, although it is to be presented to 
the committee at its regular meeting to- 
morrow morning. 

It has been announced all along by 
those who were in position to know its 
provisions that it made few radical 


changes from the Beveridge rider, the 
most important of which were, the pro- 
vision for a court review and the saddling 
of the cost of the new inspection upon 
the Government. But a comparison of it 
with the Beveridge amexzdment this after- 
noon showed that it does not leave enough 
of the Beveridge rider to be recognized 
by its fondest adherent. Entire sections 
of the Beveridge amendment are omitted, 
others are rearranged, and throughout 
its provisions are toned down in such 


odo 


fashion as practically to defeat the orig-— 


inal purpose. 

The substitute begins by making the 
inspection discretionary, instead of man- 
datory. It prefixes an entirely new par- 
agraph to the Beveridge amendment, in 
which it is provided that “‘ the Secretary 
of Agriculture, at his discretion, may 
cause to be made” an inspection of éat- 
tle, &c., thus paving the way for the 
stoppage or curtailment of the entire fn- 
spection service at any time that the ap- 
propriations are scaled down. 

That is followed up in the substitute by 
striking out, wherever they occur, the 
words “ sound and healthful,” as applying 
to the condition of the carcasses inspect- 
ed, making the provision read uniformly, 
“fit for human food,’’ instead of “ sound, 
healthful, and fit for human food.” In 
‘he same manner the words “ unsound 
ond unhealthful” are stricken out wher 
ever they occur in defining meat unfit for 
human food. In other words tl. Inspec- 
tors are not to concern themselves with 
the quest whether the carcasses are 
sound and wholesome or not, but only 
with whether the meat fs, in their opinion, 
fit or unfit for human food. This would 
permit an inspector to pass any carcass 
which, however, it might have been dis- 
eased, he did not think sufficiently dis- 
eased to render it “ unfit” for food. 

The Powers in the Packers. 


Then the Wadsworth substitute pro- 
poses a change that would permit the 
packers to draw up the regulations 
governing the inspection, instead of the 
Secretary of Agriculture. The Beveridge 
amendment provides that the establish- 
ments where slaughtering, canning, and 
the other work of the packers is per- 
formed “shall be maintained in a sani- 
tary manner, according to the rules and 
regulations prescribed by the Secretary 
of Agriculture.” The substitute strikes 
out the words “prescribed by’ and ig- 
serts in their place ‘to be approved by.”’ 
This change is made wherever the words 
occur in the Beveridge rider, so thas 
under the Wadsworth substitute the reg- 
ulations would come from the packers. 

Another provision of the substitute pere 
mits the use of rejected carcasses for’ the 
manufacture of fertilizer or anything else 
the packers desire except food. The Bey- 
eridge rider prescribes the dstruction of 
such rejected carcassés. The Wadsworth 
substitute provides for their destruction 
“for food purposes” only. 

Another part of the Beveridge rider 
provides that no meat food product shall 
be offered for sale “‘ under arly other than 
a true name which shall accurately de- 
scribe” it. The Wadsworth substitute 
provision for this is ‘‘a true name which 
shall describe it to the satisfaction of the 
Secretary of Agriculture."’ 

The court review section of the Wads- 
worth substitute simply adds to the sec- 
tion of the Beveridge amendment grant- 
ing appeals from decisions of the Inspee- 
tors the provision that nothing in the act 
shall deprive any persons affected inju- 
riously by the decision of an Inspector 
from having the decision reviewed by the 
courts. 

The Wadsworth substitute also looks 
out for the use of preservatives. The 
Beveridge amendment prescribes that 

‘none but healthful materials and ingre- 
dients fit for human food shall be in- 
cluded in or mixed with or into the com- 
position of any food product’ of the 
packers. Wadsworth has it, “and no 
materials or ingredients in quantities that 
are unhealthfcl shall be included in or 
mixed with any food product.” 

With the addition of the proviso putting 
the cost of the inspection on the Govern- 
ment, this covers practically all the alter- 
ation !n wording the Wadsworth substi- 
tute makes in the Beveridge amendment, 
It was explained this afternoon by a mem- 
ber of the Committee on Agriculture who 
is in sympathy with the Wadsworth prop- 
osition that it was not expected that the 
, court review would be invoked except in 
; questions as to the use of preservatives, 
He said that there was no contention any- 
where that it would be practicable to ap- 
peal on a decision respecting the con- 
demnation of a carcass. 

Foreign Shipments Excepted. 

The substitute also proposes to exempt 
from the provisions of the bill all food 





products prepared for foreign niaianaa 
_ @nd packed according to the specifications 
and directions of the foreign purehaser. 

Wadsworth and Lorimer had a ‘ong | 
conference with Speaker Cannon to-day, 
and subsequently there was a conference 
in the room of the Committee on Agri- 
culture at which several other members 
of the committee were present. 

It became known in the afternoon that | 
there is considerable feeling on the part,

added that the committee would ask a 
non-concurrence in all the other Senate 
amendments to the Agricultural bill and 
would seek to “concur with amendment ”’ 
to the Beveridge rider, 

The letter of the President transmitting ! 
the Neill-Reynolids report was discussed 
more freely this afternoon than yester- | 
day. It was pointed out that the threat | 
of the President to stop the use of labels 
unless the Beveridge amendment is speed- 
ily passed was in effect a certification 
to foseign purchasers of meat-food prod- 
ucts that the labels now employed ars} 
fraudulent and worthless and that this | 
would have a further tendency to ac-| 
célerate the passage of the bill, as the! 
packers will be in a hurry to get a label | 
on their goods which cannot be attacked. 

While the packers want the Wadsworth | 
Substitute passed, they realize that the | 
dcvelopments of the last week will make | 
it very difficult, and they are inclining | 
to less violent propositions. By to-mor- | 
row Wadsworth may find himself deserted | 
by the very people in whose interest he | 
has drawn this bill. The packers recog- | 
nize that the tide of battle is against 
them, and it :s not what they want, but 
what they may be able to get that should 
be attended to just now. 


May Cast Wadsworth Aside. 


Some of their champions in the House 
have therefore outlined a programme, 
which puts aside the Wadsworth bill en- 
tirely as wholly impracticable at this time, 
in the face of the Neill report and the 
President's decided stand for reform. They 
have gathered their thoughts around three 
propositions, which are now before the | 


sub-committee of the House Committee 
on Agriculture. The first is that the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture shall estimate fully 
for the cost of the inspection as provided 
for in the Beveridge bill, and an appropri- 
ation of the amount shall be made. At 
the same time a provision will be at- 
tached to the bill authorizing the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture in case at any time 





; < the appropriation shall be inadequate, to 


harge upon the packers a fee for inspec- 
¢y which shall be uniform and sufficient. 
An.amendment to this effect will meet 
the wishes of both sides practically, they 
Say, as it will give the Government In- 
spectors more power if the Government 
pays the cost of inspection and makes 
the system independent of all possibility 
of bribery or corruption in any form, and 
at’the same time it will provide against 
any attempt in the future to defeat the 
operation of the law by withholding ap- 
ropriations. Practically they_urge that 
the packerg would have no desire to pre- 
vent apprppriations if they know that 
to Go so would put them surely under 
the*automatic operation of the law, and 
bearing the cost of inspection under a 
gystem of fees to be established by the 
Secretary.

regulations in the foreign countries. A 
raptious inspector, it is charged, could 
hold up meats with a great loss to the 
packer if he decided that-saltpetre could 
not be used, and it would be contrary be 
all practice in the preparation of cure 
meats both in this country and elsewhere. 
The packers want the scientists of the De- 
partment of Agriculture to be called on 
to say just what quantities of the various 
reservatives should be used so that the 
Fampector would have some limitations on 
his power to condemn.

STOCK YARD IMPROVEMENTS. 


Carpenters, Plumbers, and Cleaners 
Busy—Inspectors Active.

CHICAGO, June 5.—Carpenters, plumb- 
ers, and gangs of cleaners were busy in 
every department of the big packing 
houses at the Stock Yards to-day, hastily 
removing traces of the conditions con- 
demned in the Reynolds-Neill report. 

At the same time city sanitary Inspec- 
tors and Building Inspectors sent to the 
yards on orders from Mayor Dunne began 
a thorough investigation. 

That the surroundings of the workers 
and the sanitary conditions at the plants 
have already been improved 50 per cent, 
as a result of the agitation was the opin- 
ion of visitors at the stock yards to-day. 

Armour & Co. plan more extensive im- 
provements, such as tiled washrooms, sep- 
arate lunchrooms, rest rooms, &c. Work- 
men were busy on nearly every floor to- 
day putting in new lavatories. 

The paokers in the evening issued a gen- 
eral invitation to the people of the United 
States, and especially to those in Chicago 
and near-et hand, to call and inspect their 
Plants. 

Chief Sanitary Inspector Perry L. Hed- 
rick to-day took personal charge of three 
Sanitary Inspectors and started an inves- 
tigation for the city in the plants of Swift 
& Co, and Nelson Morris & Co. 

“Everything showed the marks of re- 


cent thorough cleaning,” he reported, “ I) 


found a lack of washing facilities, but 
new fixtures have been ordered. I sug- 
gested that each man be required to wash 
his hands and that he be required to show 
them when he ‘ohecks in’ after an ab- 
sence.

Then Miss Dailey of Middletown 
Jumped 1,000 Feet with a Parachute.

MIDDLETOWN, N. Y., June 5.—Be- 
cause she was dared to do it, and did not 
relish being called a coward, Miss Mar- 
garet Dailey, a young woman of this city 
made a balloon ascension and parachute 
leap at Midway Park, a Summer resort 
near here, late Monday afternoon, while 
her horror-stricken friends stood below 
and watched her whirling a thousand feet 
in the air. Miss Dailey cut loose from 
the balloon and dropped with the para- 
chute, landing about two miles and a half 
from her starting point uninjured, but 
completely unnerved 

She, with several companions, was at 
the park Monday afternoon when an 
aeronaut named Kelly, who makes two 
ascensions daily, was getting ready for 
his afternoon ascension. They stood 
around the balloon while it wag being in- 
flated and were joking among themselves 
with Kelly about going up in the air. 
Finally Miss Dailey took her position on 
the trapeze and laughingly told the help- 
ers to cast off. 

Up to this time the matter had been a 
joke, but as Miss Dailey gave the word 
to let go and the balloon soared swiftly 
toward the clouds with the young woman 
sitting on the trapeze there was a gasp 
of horror from every one. Miss Dailey 
continued to ascend, whild the crowd be- 
low expected every moment that she 
would fall, but she clung tenaciously to 
the trapeze. 

When she had ascended nearly 1,000 feet 
and was but a mere speck in the ae the 
parachute was seen to separate itself 
trom the balloon and the young woman 
fell like a streak of ~ gene toward the 
earth. Every one held his breath for a 
moment. Then the parachute was seen to 
open and the woman, suspended from the 
| fravese. floated gently townward, land- 
ing in a field about two and a half miles 
east of Midway Park, where she was 
found by her friends. 

She was much frightened by her expe- 
rience, but also much elated at the suc- 
| cessful outcome of her first balloon as- 
cension. She stated that she enjoyed the 
trip to the clouds immensely, and that 
after ascending the first few hundred feet 
she got over her fear and only wished to 
go higher. When she cut loose from the 
balloon the rapid drop toward earth took 
away her breath, but when the parachute 
opened she enjoyed the sensation of gent- 
ly floating through the air.

Presiding over the court-martial {s Capt.

Commanders R. H. Jack- 
son and A. B. Hoff, and Capts. R. H. 
Dunlop and Charles Hatch of the Ma- 
rines. The trial is held on the Pennsyl- 
vania, which is lying at the Brooklyn 
Navy Yard alongside the Alabama. The 
Judge Advocate is Lieut. Pressy. The 
prosecuting witness is Lieut. Commander 
Bryan, who made the charges. 

Insignificant enough appear the charges 
to a landsman, who views them without 
reference to the rules and regulations of 
the navy. The facts, as told in THE 
Times yesterday, are that Capt. Wynne 
on May 381 had been assigned to a board 
of inquiry, and therefore considered him- 
self exempt from other duty under Sec- 
tion 1,838 of the Naval Regulations. At 
9:30 that morning the call to quarters 
was given. Capt. Wynne did not appear, 
so Lieut. Commander Bryan sent a couple 
of enlisted men to his quarters to order 
him on deck. . They found Capt. Wynne 
half dressed and shaving. He said that 
he wouldn’t go. The sailors reported this 
back to the commanding officer. He re- 
peated his order. Again Capt. Wynne re- 
fused, and, the prosecution says, got out 
his revolver and ventured a guess that 
they would have to take him on deck by 
force. At last, however, a brother officor 
persuaded him to change his mind, and he 
went on deck half shaved end with an 
outfit of clothes that made him a sorry 
spectacle. ‘The charges followed, 

At the session of the court yesterday 
morning Private Quackenboss, who was 
one of the men sent after Wynne, testi- 
fied that Wynne did not make any dils- 
paraging remarks about Lieut. Bryan or 
threaten to use his revolver, but said 
merely that he wouldn’t go on deck, as 
he had to be at the inquiry on the In- 
diana at 10 o'clock. Then Lieut. Karns 
of the Alabama was called. He testified 
that he was a member of the same board 
of inquiry as Capt. Wynne, that he attend- 
ed quarters on May 381 and got to the In- 
diana on time.

Wynne Had a Sunstroke. 


The defense, which is being conducted 
by E. 8S. Thrall of Washington, D. C., 
announced that it would submit when 
the court reconvenes to-day a certificate 
of Assistant Surgeon General Du Bose of 
Washington that Capt. Wynne suffered 
a sunstroke while on the march to Pe- 
king in 1900, and that his nervous system 
was still affected by the shock.: This 
will be by way of excuse for the loss of 
temper involved in the refusal to report 
for quarters. It will be backed by testi- 
mony showing that Capt. Wynne, being 
| hardly in a presentable condition to go

EXAGGERATED---GREENE 


Wires The Times That Work Is 
Being Resumed at the Mines. 


REPORT OF ANOTHER FIGHT 


Mexican Junta Official, Discovered in 
St. Louis, Makes Admissions— 
Working Against Diaz. 


Naco, Arizona, June 5. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The accounts of disturbances at Cana- 
nea are very much exaggerated. The Mex- 
ican authorities are giving the fullest 
protection to our interests. Work is being 
resumed at the mines and smelters. Gen. 
Torres is in absolute control of the sit- 
uation. 

Evidently malicious and false reports 
have been extensively circulated by in- 
terested parties for mercenary motives. 

The difficulties were instigated by agi- 
tators from the United States in the in- 
terests of the Western Federation of Min- 
ers, malcontents and political adventur- 
ers. Great credit is due the Mexican Goy- 
ernment for its prompt action. The result 
will undoubtedly be that a strong force of 
soldiers will be permanently stationed in 


Cananea.

DOUGLAS, Arizona, June 5.—Alarming 
reports that cannot be verified continue 
to be received here from Cananea. Ac- 
cording to thes> seven Mexican lead- 
ers of the strike were led out from 
the Capote mine this morning and 
shot In the presence of 1,000 spectators 
at the order of Kosterlitzky. Among 
them was Ramon Valdez, a lawyer of 
much influence. After the men had been 
killed the bodies were carried through 
Ronquillo to Mesa and laid in the Court 
House. 

Another report avers that last night 
at 10 o’olock B. F.. Brown, a company 
man, was struck on the arm with a stone 
by a striker. Brown and other Americans 
opened fire, killing nine Mexicans. 

The smelters and mines are at work, 
but have not enough men as yet, it is 


said. 


BISBEB, Arizona, June 5.—A telephone 
message was received here last night from 
Cananea to the effect that the town {Is 
still under control of the Mexican military 
authorities. Mexican troops and rurales 
have continued to arrive until Gen. Torres 
and Col. Kosterlitzky now have sufficient 
force to control any outbreak. 

That the outbreak of Friday was of a 
revolutionary character was proved by 
the discovery of an incendiary circular, 
copies of which had been distributed 
among the Mexican miners. 


ST. LOUIS, June 5.—Members of the 
Junta of the Mexican Liberal Party, who 
say they believe they are the persons ac- 
cused by United States Ambassador 
Thompson of having incited the strike at 
the Greene Consolidated Copper Mines at 
Cananea, Mexico, were found to-day at 
2645 Lafayette Avenue, where they are 
eng a MS ad called Regeneration. 
Antonio I. llareat, Secretary of the 
junta, is in charge of the headquarters. 

“They say we have tried to incite a 
revolution,” he said. “ That is not true. 
We have simply been printing the truth 
about the conditions at the Greene mines 
at Cananea. We have been calling atten- 
tion to the fact that the mining company 
pays American workmen $5 a day and 

exicans only $2.50 a day. We have 
called attention to the evils which are fol- 
lowing the invasion of the Yankees into 
Mexico. We have been making a fight 
for a square deal for the Mexican labor- 
ers, and we will continue to fight. 

“This is purely a labor fight, not a 
revolution, so far as we are concerned. 
Our great purpose is to overthrow Diaz. 
We shall not depart from that purpose 
until the work is accomplished. ut we 
do not hold ourselves responsible for the 
riot and bloodshed.”

Mexican Officer Once Was a Trooper 
in the United States Army.

TUCSON, Arizona, June 5.—Col. Millio

By birth he was a Russian. In 1871,

He is a strong 
friend of American interests in Mexico, 
and his promotion to high rank under the 
Diaz Administration is expected.

NEW FEDERAL JUDGESHIP. 


G. D. Alger, C. M. Hough, and N. 8. 
Smith Mentioned for It. 


It was current gossip yesterday among 
lawyers interested in the appointment to 
the new Federal Judgeship in this district 
recently authorized by Congress, that 
George W. Alger and Charles M. Hough 
of the Philadelphia firm of Robinson, 
Biddle & Ward, each had a strong chance 
of filling the place. Mr. Alger is counsel 
for the Iron Molders’ Union and has been 
prominently identified with labor unions. 
Mr. Hough its of counsel for the Pennsyl- 
vania Railway. This connection has been 
held by some as likely to interfere with 
his appointment. His friends, however, 
maintain that Mr. Hough's services to the 
railway have been confined to appearing 
for it in court. 

Another of the names mentioned yester- 
day in connection with the new Judgeship 
was that of Nathaniel S. Smith of 67 Will- 
lam Street. Mr. Smith is a Harvard 
graduate, and has practiced law for 
many years in this city. For the last 
eight years he has been a referee in 
bankruptcy. 

Robert C. Morris sent this letter to Sen- 


ator Platt yesterday stating that he is 
not a candidate: 

My Dear Senator Piatt: The impression seems 
to prevail that I have been, and am still, a 
candidate for the new Federal Judgeship—at 
least the newspapers continue to refer to me in 
this way—and as this impression is entirely 
erroneous, as you know, and puts me in a 
wrong position, I think it ought to be corrected 
in a way that can leave no misunderstanding. 

The fact is that my attitude toward this ap- 
pointment is the same now as it was when a 
place upon the Federal bench was offered to 
mo by dent Roosevelt three years ago. I 
was then unable to accept the appointment ‘ 
because of my professional obligations, and 
would to-day, for similar reasons, be unwilling 
to accept the position, and should have to de- 
cline it if 1t were offered to me. 

I sincerely’ appreciate your kindness in sug- 
gesting my name to the President, as it is an 
evidence of the strong friendship which exists 
between us, but in view of the fact that I could 
not accept the position if it were offered to me 
I do not care to have any one continue under 
the impression that I desire it, and I will 
therefore be much obliged if you will com- 
muniocate this information to the President.

It Will Be a Leading Issue To-day In 
the Reformed Church Synod. 


There is likely to be a lively discussion 
over a liturgy for the Reformed Church 
in America at the centennial meeting of 
the General Synod of the body, which 
will begin in the Collegiate Church of St. 
Nicholas, Fifth Avenue and Forty-eighth 
Street, to-day. THe liturgy, said a member 
of the committee which prepared it, yes- 
terday, is not new, but an abridgment 
of the old forms, without the omission of 
anything essential to their teaching or 
spirit. 

The liturgy was reported to the Synod 
last year by a committee, of which the 
Rev. Dr. E. B. Coe of the Collegiate 
Church was Chairman. The report was 
referred to the several Classes for their 
approval. Favorable action is now ex- 
pected, but there is opposition to the 
changes prevailing in the Dutch Church. 
It is expected that the General Synod will 
arrange that the churches may use either 
the new or the older forms. The latter 
are criticised because of their length. The 
old liturgy was planned for a day when 
church services were longer than they 
are now, and modern conditions, it is said, 
demand the abridgment of the forms. 


The question has been a burning one in 
the Church for nearly fifteen years. 
There is a distinct interest in the gather- 
ing from a historical standpoint. The 
Collegiate Church system is the successor 
of the St. Nicholas’s Church, which stood 
in the fort at the Battery and was estab- 
lished by the Dutch settlers, and dates 
back to 1628.

LOCK OUT THE CARPENTERS. 


Employers Throw 12,000 of Them Idle 
—Building Troubles Extending. 


The new building trades war which has 
been started by the carpenters and the 


painters took, on a new phase yesterday, | 


the four trade associations of employers 
in the Building Trades Association who 
employ carpenters declaring a general 
lock-out of the Brotherhood of Carpen- 
ters, to go into effect to-day. It was 
thought up to the last moment that the 
striking carpenters in Brooklyn might 
return to work and prevent the lock-out, 
which will affect 12,000 carpenters di- 
rectly and indirectly affect many thou- 
sands more men in other trades, but they 
remained obdurate. 

The four associations of employers which 


| declared the lock-out are the Master Car- 


penters’ Association, the Parquet Floor 
Association of Employers, the Metal Door 
and Window Frame Association, and the 
Interior: Decorators and Cabinetmakers’ 
Association. Their meeting was a long 
one, and some of the employers were 
very angry. 

A resolution was carried declaring the 
Brotherhood of Carpenters locked out, be- 
ginning to-day, until the lock-out is raised 
by the Board of Governors of the Building 
Trades Employers’ Association. Before it 
can be raised the carpenters who are on 

| strike in Brooklyn must return to work. 

| President Harding of the Master Car- 
f rentighd Association was asked what the 
next step of the associations of employ- 
ers concerned in the dispute with the car- 
penters would be. 

‘*T can make no predictions,” he said. 
“It all depends on how matters shape 
themselves. The carpenters had good 
warning of the impending lock-out.” 

A special meeting of the Master Paint- 
ers’ Association, whose members began 
work on the open shop basis on Monday, 
was held yesterday to hear reports from 
its members. Secretary H. C. Moeller of 
the association said after the meeting that 
about 300 or 400 men were at work under 
the new conditions. Every employer had 
more or less men, and some had all the 
men they needed. Some of the’men em- 
ployed were seceders from the ranks of 
the strikers, he said. He was asked if 
he expected the other trades to work with 
the non-union painters. 

“Most assuredly we do,” he said. 
“They are bound to do so under the 
| arbitration agreement.” 

A movement has been started in the 
unions of bricklayers and some other 
trades, it was learned, against the arbi-

|PRAISE FOR NEW PARK HEAD. 


|Mr. Grant, the Bronx River Commis- 
sioner, Interested In His Work. 


Those interested in the artistic develop- 
ment of the Bronx were much pleased 
when the Legislature passed the measure 
originated and pressed by William White 
Niles for the preservation of the Bronx 
River from pollution. They say it will 
give the Bronx a beautiful and clean riv- 
er instead of what would eventually be- 
;}come a gigantic open sewer. The act 
provides that-for several miles above the 
Botanical Gardens the Bronx River, and 
le wide strip of woods along each bank,

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LOCAL AND FEDERAL INSPECTION. 

The theory that the inspection of 
g@laughter-house products is a function 
of local authorities, to be performed 
under State laws with as little meddling 
as possible by the Federal Government, 
has a certain superficial plausibility. 
Meat inspection is an exercise of the po- 
lice power. It is true that in making 
the Constitution the States did not sur- 
render the police power to the Federal 
Government. The possession and the 
exercise of it by the States are unlim- 
ited, save in so far as Federal action 
may exclude State action. For it is 
aqually true that the Federal Govern- 
ment possesses and has always exer- 
cised the police power. It may and 
does establish police regulations in re- 
gpect to those subjects over which the 
Constitution gives it control. Com- 
merce between the States and with for- 
‘eign countries is one of these subjects. 
The constitutionality of the Beveridge 
amendment, which establishes Federal 
inspection of slaughter-house products 
entering into inter-State or foreign 
commerce, is therefore quite beyond 
question. The propriety, the necessity 
even, of such an enactment becomes 
clearly apparent when some of the lim- 
itations of State inspection are brought 
into view.

THE CARPENTERS’ STRIKE. | 


Gaynor Decision Said to Have Been 
Based on a Misapprehension. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Permit me to state a few facts as to 
the trouble between the master carpen- 
ters and the Joint District Council. Your 
news item of yesterday quotes Mr. Hard- 
ing as saying that Judge Gaynor’s de- 
cision allows wages to remain as they 
are until July 1; further, that the car- 
penters have refused to accept Judge 
Gaynor’s decision, 

The Joint District Council did accept 
Judge Gaynor’s decision. Some 300 men 
in Brooklyn refused to accept it, for the 
following reasons: 

First—Judge Gaynor assumed as a basts 
for his decision that the wages for shops 
in all outlying boroughs were at present 
$18 per week. The shops under the juris- 
diction of the Joint District Council pay, 
and have been paying, $20.75 per week, 
with the exception of one shop in Queens 
and perhaps two in Brooklyn that pay 
$18.04 minimum. 

Second—There are 4,000 union carpen- 
ters in Brooklyn, and 90 per cent. of this 
number work for independent employers 
and receive $4.50 per day. The master 
carpenters want their men to work for 
50 cents per day less than is paid by the 
independent employer. Then, on July 1, 
association employers agree to pay their 
carpenters 20 cents per day less than the 
independent employer pays, or, in other 
words, they will pay $4.30, to the inde- 
pendent employer’s $4.50, 

Third—On Dec. 11, 1905, the master car- 
penters, when asked to state, or allow 
us to insert, in the trade agreement a 
wage scale for outlying boroughs, pos!- 
tively refused to do so, and agreed to 
meet and pay any wage that could be 
established in any borough outside Man- 
hattan. The above statement was proved 
by affidavits presented to Judge Gaynor. 

A number of the master carpenters now 
admit that they did make this assertion, 
but assure us that what they agreed to 
last Winter does not apply to conditions 
this Summer.

Sweeping Pass Amendment. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, June 5.—A strong dis- 
position to filibuster made its appearance 
in the Senate to-day when the qucstion | 
came up on the adoption or recomrmittal 
of the conference report on the Rate bill. | 
The so-called Aldrich group of Senators | 
refused to do one thing or other; they re- 
fused to adopt the report, and when Till- | 
man and Elkins appealed strenuously to | 
have the report sent back to the confer- | 
rees so that they could go to work to-day 
and endeavor to make their report more 
acceptable, the majority refused to con- 
sent to this. 

Senator Foraker gave the conferrees an | 
explanation of what was happening to 
them. He said they had injected new 
matter into the bill and had usurped the 
function of legislating instead of confin- 
ing themselves to mediating between the 
two houses. The anti-pass amendment he 
first objected to because it barred rail- 
road employes and the Secretaries of the 
Railroad Young Men's Christian Asso- 
ciation. He also objected to striking out 
from the McCumber amendment the 
words “‘knowingly and wilfully.” ‘The 
effect of this was to make railroad offi- 
cials punishable for offenses committed 
by subordinates in giving rebates, and 
was an injustice. 

Senator Tillman said he thought the 
pass amendment could be fixed if the bill 
was sent back to conference. The change 
was made entirely by the House confer- 
rees, who would agree to an amendment 
barring Senators and Representatives, of- 
ficilals of Congress, and the executive de- 
partments, Governors of States, and State 
Legislatures, and leave out all the uther

SEA-LEVEL CANAL’S ASPECT. 


Narrow Channel Deep Down In Nar 
row Panama Canyons, Says Stevens. 


WASHINGTON, June 5.—The House 
Committee on Inter-State and Foreign 
Commerce to-day heard Chief Engineer 
Stevens of the Isthmian Canal Commis- | 
sion regarding engineering problems on |} 
the Isthmus of Panama. 

Mr. Btevens gave in detail the reasons 
of his conversion from a sea-level advo- 
cate to a lock-canal enthusiast. He said 
the popular impression of a sea-level canal 
was that when it was constructed a per- 
son could stand at one end of it and look 
along the surface of the canal from 
ocean to ocean. 

As a matter of fact, if the sea-level 
type of canal should be built, he said, it 
would be more in the nature of a “ sew- 
er.” It would be a narrow channel, deep 
down in narrow cafions; it would have a 
strong current, and in his opinion there 
would be no way to divert the torrents of 
the Chagres River, or at least this ques- 
tion was the one engineering problem on 
the Isthmus which far overstepped all 
others. This river, if turned into & sea- 
level canal, would render it non-navi- 
gable if it did not completely destroy it, 
he believed. 

When Mr. Stevens explained that the 
difference in tide between the Pacific and 
Atlantic sides of the Isthmus was about 
twenty feet, Representative Adams of 
Georgia remarked that he had been asked 
by a number of “hardshells"’ whether 
there was not danger when the canal was 
built of one ocean running into the other 
and turning the world over. 

*“*I told them,” he continued, “ that the 


world was turning over now as fast as she 
could, and this would not make much dii- 


ference.”

Most of the other 
things, he assured the reporters, had been 
recovered. The fact that the gorgeous 
badge, a memento of the days when re- 
form stock was a drug on the political 
market, had turned up at a pawnbrokers’ 
sale seemed to interest Nagle. 

Of course the badge was the finest 
thing in the collection sold at the auction 
room. 

“From the looks of it,” said the cold- 
hearted auctioneer, ‘‘it apparently has a 
history.

Engraved on the reverse with the date 
*“*March 10, 1900,"" is an inscription, say- 
ing the badge was presented by the Tam- 
many organization of the Thirty-fourth 
District, of which Nagle was leader in 
1900. Mr. Nagle said last night he might 
buy the badge back, unless the present 
owner wanted a whole lot of money for 
these days.

As an Experiment Members of South- 
ern Commission Try to Change 
Their Minds, but in Vain. 


“If the South wants immigrants she will 
have to raise wages to the level that pre- 
vails in the North and West.” 

This was the blunt advice given to the 
Southern States Immigration Commission 
by Robert Watchorn, Commissioner of 
Immigration. He welcomed some thirty 
members of the new organization to Ellis 
Island yesterday, showed them the work- 
ings of the place, and told them what they 
would have to expect in the attempt to 
deflect immigrants toward the South. 

“You may think that immigrants come 
to this country without knowing where 
they are going,’’ said Commissioner 
Watchorn, “‘ and that you can get them as 
they land from the boats. It is not so. 
Out of every 400 that come here 399 know 
exactly where they are going. If you try 
to make them change their minds by tell- 
ing them how superior the South is, they 
are apt to think you are ‘ confidence men.’ 
If you don’t believe it, just come down 
stairs and see how many you can persuade 
to alter their course.” 

The Commissioner and the visitors 
trooped into the “ railroad room,” where 
dozens of swarthy Europeans were wait- 
ing to be shipped off. The Louisiana rep- 
resentative approached a staring Italian, 
and the other Southerners crowded around 
to listen. 

“What is your business?” asked the 
Louisiana man through the interpreter. 

“ Bricklayer,’’ answered the Italian. 
Then the Southerner began to tell of the 
manifold advaatages of living in Louis- 
fana, how an immigrant could get ten 
acres of land, a house, farming imple- 
ments, and many other things. The Ital- 
ian listened stolidly. When he had heard 
the tale to the end, he said: 

‘‘ Farming—it is not my business.”’ 

That was all he had to say. The man 
from Louisiana said he hadn't had a fair 
chance—he was looking for a farmer. 
Commissioner Watchorn found five Greek 
farmers all in a row. To one of them, who 
said he was bound West to meet a cousin, 
was told the manifold advantages of 
Louisiana. The interpreter told him about 
the pigs, and the cows, and the green 
grass, and the kind treatment he would 
get. Looking at the stout man from Louis- 
jana, the Greek asked abruptly: 

“Who are you? Whom do you repre- 
sent?”’ 

The answer did not make the foreigner 
enthusiastic. 

“I'll go to my cousin,” he announced. 

“That's the way it is with 399 out of 
400,"" said Commissioner Watchorn, “ The 
best chance you have is to get them after 
they reach their destination—if they are 
disillusionized.”’ 

Several immigrants who had been ex- 
cluded by the Board of Special Inquiry 
were brought tnto the Commissioner's of- 
fice. on appeal, so that the visitors could 
gee how the system worked. Three little 
Swedes, a boy of 14 and twins of 11, were 
the first-comers. Their brother wanted 
them out in Minnesota, but his affidavit 
had not satisfied the board. 
filed tn a big Georgian said: 

“I'l take ’em right now.” 

“T'll give em a home and take care of 
‘em,”’ volunteered a Tennesseean. 

Their offers were not in order, though, 
and the Commissioner proceeded to ques- 
tion the children. Finally he decided to 
overrule the board’s decision and let them 
go to Minnesota. That pleased the audi- 


ence, and everybody applauded. The im- 
migrants who followed the Swedes, 
though, were evidently unfit, and the 
board’s decisions were upheld. 

Luncheon was served on the Ellis Isl- 
and roof garden, which is the coolest 
anywhere around this city. Then the 
Commissioner told the Southern States 
Immigration Commission that he would 
always aid them in their work, and he 
invited them to visit Ellis Island when- 
ever they could. They left vowing that 
Robert Watchorn wee unsurpassed both 
as an official and a host.

-The Sub-Treasury paid to the 
banks $1,300,000 against a_ telegraphic 
transfer from San Francisco, making 
slightly over $3,000,000 received from that 
city thus far this week, and nearly $12,- 
000,000 since the return movement start- 
ed on May 11. These additions to the lo- 
cal supply of funds, taken in connection 
with the fact that the banks were actu- 
ally stronger in cash at the close of last 
week than the weekly staterffent disclosed, 
make the outlook for a favorable return 
at the end of the present week extremely 
favorable. It was, perhaps, considera- 
tion of this situation which influenced the 
easier call money rates of the day, and 
which led to a reduction in the rates for 
money ‘over the year.” For this period 
rates were 5 per cent. asked yesterday, 
as against 5% per cent. on previous days. 
The real status of the money market will 
be much plainer when the result of the 
negotiations, still under way, for the 
placing of $50,000,000 of Pennsylvania 
notes in Paris is known. The improve- 
ment in prices in the London market, 
which opened yesterday following the 
holidays, was ascribed to the betterment 
in the money position there, and the rise 
in consols, in particular, led to hopes of a 
reduction of the bank rate on Thursday. 
Of local interest were the declines in both 
the cotton and grain markets, the cdtton 
market apparently revising its first opin- 
ion of the Government crop report of 
Monday, and the grain market finding 
reasons for easing prices in the favorable 
condition surrounding the present prog- 
ress of the wheat crop.

Condemned Before the Aldermen— 
$50,000 Wanted for Cleaners. 


Alderman Dowling offered resolutions at 
the meeting of the Board of Aldermen 
yesterday condemning conditions in the 
police stations of the city and the prisons 
attached to them, and requesting the 
Board of Estimate to appropriate $50,000 
annually to provide a cleaner for every 
station house in the city.

Benjamin M. Goldberger, who had act- 
jive charge of the east side factory for 
turning out “fake” Hearst petitions, told 
on the stand on Monday how he and As- 
semblyman Eckmann were introduced to 
Mr. Hearst at the Hoffman House and 
praised by the grateful candidate for their 
services to his cause. There was abso- 
lutely no evidence that Mr. Hearst knew 
anything at that time regarding the na- 
ture of their services, or that he was 
aware that Assemblyman Eckmann had 
enlisted the aid of his sons and grown-up 
daughters to write signatures by the doz- 
ens on Municipal Ownership petitions in 
bis district. But it was shown that efter 
Eckmann, with the aid of Goldberger, 
|had committed these frauds, Max F. 
Ihmsen, Mr. Hearst's campaign manager, 
and H. C. S. Stimpson and Melvin G. 
Palliser, both lawyers and members of 
Mr. Hearst's law committee, got Gold- 
berger and Eckmann to get up more petl- 
tions and rewarded them handsomely for 
it. Goldberger got the promise of a Com- 
missionership in case of Mr. Hearst's 
election. 

Testimony was also given that Thomas

“The unlawful practices to which you 
have pleaded guilty have been common 
all over the city. I don’t know of any 
| more serious menace to the community 
than for notaries public and» Commis- 


sioners of Deeds to acknowledge false 
affidavits. We are compelled to rely upon 
them at all times. 

“In the present case nobody suffered 
pecuniary injury through your unlawful 
acts, and for that reason and because you 
have pleaded guilty I will be more lenient 
with you than I otherwise would have 
been. Most serious injury might follow, 
in a business way, to innocent persons re- 
lying on the truth of your affidavits. 

“IT am going to impose upon you a gen- 
tence that will serve as a warning to 
others. And I am going to couple with 
that sentence a recommendation that the 
Chief Executive of the State be com- 
municated with and that your appoint- 
ments as notaries be canceled at the ex- 
piration of the certificates, or sooner if 
| possible. Such men as you are unfit to 
be notaries.”’

| ATHLETIC TEACHERS NEXT. 


| They’ll Join Classes in Gymnastics and 
Dancing, Then Teach Them. 


Women teachers in the public schools 
want to learn more about gymnastics and 
folk dancing in the next school year, 
which will begin in September. They 
have asked the Girls’ Branch of the 
Public School Athletic League to let them 
join classes for this purpose, and the 
league has prepared two suggestions, 
| which it will submit to the teachers. 

The first provides for classes in gym- 
nastics, for which a nominal fee will be 
charged. The classes will begin work in 
October, under the direction of Miss Jessie 
Bancroft, one of the Assistant Physical 
Directors of the Board of Education. The 
other suggestion is the formation of 4 
class in folk dancing, with free instruc- 
tion, by Miss Elizabeth Burchenal, As- 
sistant Secretary of the Girls’ Branch of 
the Public School Athletic League. There 
is, however, one condition in this plan. 
It requires each teacher who joins the 
class to give her pupils an equal amount 
of time for physical training that she is 
given by Miss Burchenal. 

These suggestions were drafted at a 
meeting of the Jirls’ Branch of the Pub- 
lic School Athletic League yesterday. It 
was explained that their purpose is to 
give the pupils instruction in gymnastics 
and folk danoing by making their teacher 
an efficient instructor in each of these 
branches.

MURPHY CO. TO RESUME. 


Promises to be Good and Will Get a 
New Permit from O’Brien. 


The New York Contracting Company, of 
which Charles F. Murphy's brother is the 
head, may continue its blasting on the 
Pennsylvania terminal site in West Thir- 
ty-second Street. 

Yesterday afternoon Fire Commissioner 
O’Brien was interviewed by Chief Engi- 
neer Collins in charge of the work, James 
A. Deering, counsel for the Murphy com- 
pany, and James E. Gaffney, and Joseph 

Ip, Carroll, members of the company. 
Their arguments were sufficiently per- 
suasive to induce the Comraissioner to 
consider reissuing the permit he revoked 


on Monday. After the conference Mr. 
| O’Brien issued this statement: 

“The principal trouble seems to have 
been a neglect in covering the surface 
blasts. The company says it will em- 
ploy an inspector to see that no blasts are 
discharged until they have been covered 
with mats, held down by logs and chains. 
It also agrees to use no larger charges 
than are permitted under the regulations 
of this department. When these terms 
have been formally agreed upon I will 
issue the permit to the company.” 

A provisional permit was issued to the 
company for temporary use.

the city. If the small pipe did not con- 
nect with the Citizens’ Water Supply 
there would have been no flow from the 
hydrant. The result was a strong stream 
despite the fact that the gates of the 
Citizens’ Water Supply Company on Cy- 
press Street had been closed and only a 
part of that company’s pressure was on. 

Mr. Meyer then accompanied the party 
to a spot !n Stanhope Street, about 100 
feet from St. Nicholas Avenue, and the 
emall pipe line connected with the six-inch 
main was shown. 


Must Have Cut Off Water. 


“That connection could not have been 
made,’’ said Chief Engineer De Verona, 
“without the Citzens’ Water Supply Com- 
pany cutting off its pressure and without 
it knowing of the connection.” 

The connection was made with a cap 
which could not have been adjusted wita- 
out the water being cut off. On the 
other hand, the connection with the city’s 
main on St. Nicholas Avenue was of a 
kind that could have been made without 
cutting off the water. ; 

The pitometer installed at the corner by 
the Water Department was worked: all 
yesterday preparatory to the exposure of 
the connection, and its readings showed 
that the city's water was flowing {nto the 
mains of the private corporation at, the 
rate of 180,000 gallons a day. ; 

Mr. Meyer wes much excited during the 
tests. At first he said that the “ cut-off’ 
between his mains and the city’s mains 
was at a certain point. Then when men 
were put to work digging he said he be- 
lHeved it was further down Stanhope 
Street. Men were started digging all 
along the line to show that there was no 

| cut-off, and then the chief engineer end- 

ed the matter with the test described, 
showing that with no pressure on the 
Brooklyn side water flowed freely from 
the mains of the private corporation and 
that there was no cut-off, 

At first Mr. Meyer said that the sur- 
plus of water from the city mains had 
leaked somewhere, but there was no evi- 
dence of leak, and the water gates were 
found thyht and sound when the chief 
engineer made his experiment. Then Mr. 
Meyer admitted that there could not bo 
a cut-off between the mains. 


City’s Loss Covers Years. 


Before this practical demonstration was 
given, Commissioner Ellison made a state- 
ment reiterating his charges and saying: 
“The issue {s a simple one, namely, that 
there is and for years has been a connec- 
tion between the water mains of the City 
of New York and the mains of the Citi- 
zens’ Water Supply Company, through 
which the latter company has received 
large quantities of water without compen- 
sation, and at the same time has been 
selling water from its mains to the City 
of New York at $65 per million gallons.” 

After a report pad been made to Com- 
missioner HDilison he had this to say: 

“These things simply demonstrate be- 
yond question that, as previously charged 
by my department, the Stanhope Street 
main was a ‘live one,’ and was part of 
the distributing system of the Citizens’ 
water supply, and also that there was 
passing through the city mains into those 
of the water comvany an average of 180,- 
000 gallons a day. I think this closes the 
incident. This connection will now be 
immediately cut off. 

‘IT have a number of places where IY am 
informed connections may be found to ex- 
ist between the city’s mains and the mains 
of the water company. Two of these 
places will be very shortly thrown open. 
Of this I shall be pleased. to give Mr. 
Meyer notice so that he may be on the 
ground and be properly represented by his 


engineers. Later the other places will be 
investigated and will receive similar treat- 
ment.” 

Of the person responsible for connecting 
the two mains with the 24-inch pipe, Mr. 
Ellison said yesterday in reply to Mr. 
Meyer's statement that it had been done 
at the instance of the city and the city 
had paid for the work: 


Made at Some One’s Instance. 
“It will be observed from Mr. Meyer’s 
statement that the connection was made by 
the city at the ‘instance’ of some one and 
that the city ‘was subsequently reimbursed 
by the parties at whose instance the con- 


nection was made,’ The only inference 
to be drawn from this is that the city was 
not the interested party. \Who was will 
be determined by a rigid investigation.” 
The man who tapped the city’s main 
at St. Nicholas Avenue was George Die- 
mer, brother of Alderman Diemer and 
formerly a partner of J. Pfadenhauer in 
the plumbing business in Brooklyn. At 
first he declined to make any statement 
without a permit from Mr. Meyer, but 
later he said he did the work for two 
builders named Van Nostrand and Ever- 
ett in order to give water supply to 
houses they were putting up In Stanhope 
Street. He says that at the time the six- 
inch main on Stanhope Street was not 
in use and that Cord Meyer gave it to

‘From these inhabitants the city has 
collected water rates since the connection 
was made in September or October, 1900, 
and the city is still collecting such rates, 
For a considerable time prior to 1900 the 
Citizens’ Company had severed connec- 
tion with the city’s main, which had be- 
fore furnished. the Wyckoff Heights Com- 
pany, the connection being. seyered and 
he pipe plugged near St. Nicholas Ave-~ 
nue. 


Charge Due to City’s Act. 

“About 1900 the Citizens’ Company 
abandoned the line of the old Wyckoff 
Heights Company and several the con- 
nection near the county line, and these 
severed connections were uncovered in 
the excavation made to-day, and but for 
the act of the city in making a connec- 
tion with the abandoned main in 1900 


there would exist no basis upon which 
to found a charge against the Citizens’ 


Company. : 
“The permit to open the city’s main 


was a matter of record in its department, 
and it profited thereby in the sale of wa- 
ter, and having been thus guilty of a 
wrong, if wrong there be, it now comes 
with very bad grace to assert that the 
Citizens’ Company is a wrongdoer. 
“Physical examination has disclosed 
that under this condition thus created by 
the city it sometimes profits by water 
running from the Citizens’ Company into 
the city main, and sometimes loses when 
the pressure is the other way.

FIREMAN SAVES COMRADE 
FROM A BLAZING PIT 


Breler Was Carried Down with a 
Warehouse Roof. 


LAY UNDER BURNING DEBRIS 


Lynch Went Down and Got Him— 
Croker’ Narrowly Escaped, Too, 
at Staten Island Fire. 


There was a daring rescue of a fireman 
by a comrade at a firo early yesterday 
morning which destroyed two of the 
twenty-two brick warehouses of the 
American Cotton Dock Company at Tomp- 
kinsville, S. I. Chief Croker narrowly es- 
caped serious injury in the same fire. 

The warehouses are in the rear of the 
company’s docks. The two which were 
burned, Warehouses 17 and 18, were at 
the south end of the row. When the 
Chief arrived the flames were leaping 
high from the roof of Warehouse 17. 

In order to save the next bullding he 
ordered the firemen of Truck Company 
No. 103 to carry a line of hose to its roof. 
They had not much more than gained

A brick wall of Warehouse 17 had top- 
pled over, 

The falling wall caused the roof on 
which the firemen were working to cave 
in. It was at first thought that they 
were all carried through under the mass 
of burning timber. Their shouts could be 
heard, but the dense smoke hid them from 
view. When the smoke cleared away 
they found that only Fireman George 
Breler was missing. 

A faint cry for help was then heard. 
The men gazed down from the edge of 
the hole in the roof, and finally Fireman 
Lynch of Engine Company No. 205 cried 
out: “I see him!” 

He let himself down through the aper- 
ture into the fiery pit, and Graaued Bre- 
ler, almost unconscious, out from under 
a mass of burning rubbish. The injured 
man had fractures of both legs, and sev- 
eral scalp wounds. But for the quick 
action of Lynch it is probable that he 
would have lost his life. 

When the collapse came Chief Croker 
was standing in the narrow passage- 
way between the two bulldings. With a 
shout of warning to the men on the 
roof he rushed out, and barely escaped 
the falling débris, which filled the pas- 
sageway. 

The fire was discovered at 4 o'clock 
in the morning by Night Watchman P. 
B. Olsen. The flames had then made 
theif way through the roof of Warehouse 
No. 17. The watchman turned in an 
alarm, but when Battalion Chief Guerin 
arrived the fire had gained such head- 
way that he decided to call out the en 
tire department of Richmond Borough. 
The fireboats New Yorker and Abram 8. 
Hewitt and three Baltimore & Ohio tug- 
boats went to the assistance of the de- 
artment, and were soon followed by 

hief Croker. 

The flames quickly spread from Ware- 
house 17 to Warehouse’ 18. Both of these 
were soon given up by ,the firemen, who 
devoted their efforts to Saving Warehouse 
19 and other neighboring buildings. At 
one time the flames threatened a row of 
dwellings on Arrietta Street, opposite the 
burning buildings, and the occupants were 
ordered to leave. No -lamage was done 
to any of the five piers of the Cotton 
Dock Company. 

The two warehouses which were de- 
stroyed were 300 by 95 feet. They were 
filled with jute, manila, and sisai hem 
and cotton bales, the burning of which 
caused a dense smoke over Tompkins- 
ville during the six hours that the fire 
was in progress. Officials of the com- 
pany estimate the loss at about $400.000. 

Two weeks ago fire destroyed Ware- 
houses 3 and 9, and the north end of the 
docks. It is not known what caused that 
or pestegene s fire. Dock Supt. Lynch 
said that while he had no reason to be- 
lieve that the fire was incendiary he in- 
tends to make an investigation: Police 
Capt. Hogan, in whose precinct the ware- 
houses are, attributes yesterday's fire to 
spontaneous combustion. 

Chief Croker returned to the fire last 
evening after 5 o'clock. and made _a thor- 
ough of the situation. The fire
